Bennett loses job after 
inappropriate emails 
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FRANKFORT, Ky. - After only 10 
weeks on the job, Winston Bennett 
was fired last month from an impor- 
tant position in the Bev- 
in administration as di- 
rector of the Labor Cab- 
inet’s Division of Ap- 
prenticeship. 

A Bennett, who was a 
standout basketball 
Winston player at Male High 
Bennett School in Louisville and 
the University of Ken- 
tucky, was given no reason in a letter 
on Oct. 12 informing him that his ser- 
vices were “no longer needed.” 

But a review of emails sent by Ben- 
nett on his state government comput- 
er, obtained by Courier Journal under 
the Kentucky Open Records Act, 
shows many conversations he had 
with women who work in the cabinet 
— including some of his subordinates 
— were personal, excessively flattering 
and at times flirtatious. 

In one email Bennett told a cabinet 
employee she was “Too hot to trot. Es- 
pecially on those skirt and dress days,
